The head of the world’s largest newspaper com- 
bine, Mr Cecil H. King, told a group of Ameri- 
can journalists today their papers were “a lot 
of little parish. magazines scattered across the 


country.” 


Mr King. addressing a 
Natlonal Press Club luncheon, 
soid American newspapers con- 
sisted of “acres of soggy 
verbiage,’ cuble miles of 
repetitious reports, incredibly 
bad headlines, non-existent lay- 
out and ludicrous handling of 
pictures.” 


The newspapermen seemed to 
like the criticism. They 
upplauded the outspoken 
publisher and at the end he was 
presented with the Press Club’s 
customary certificate of appre- 
clation. 


Mr King told a questioner that 
President Kennedy was trying 
to bring the United States for- 
ward from about 1885 to 1895 
and perhaps seon he would be 
able to drag the institutions of 
this country into the 20th cen- 
tury. 


World affairs 


Mr King, Chairman of the 
Dally Mirror group of news- 
papers, whose-orgonisation Te- 
cently paid about £38 million 
for the Odhaoms magazine and 
newspaper empire 
only American newspapers but 
the Ametican approach to world 
affairs, 

“You are still in the horse 
and buggy stage and that is 
dangerous not only to you but 
to all of us,” he sald.

He saw so much of the U.S, 
astronaut, Commander Alan 
Shepard in the American 
papers that “I got to the point 
where, if I saw that man’s face 
again, I would scream.
